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Hesitantly,  we  describe  the  first  lines  a  child  has  drawn  as  art,  his 
first  steps  in  rhythm  as  dance,  and  his  first  words  expressing  feeling 
as  poetry. 

The  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  (N.A.P.)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Art  Commission  understands  that  art  exists  not  only  in  the  museums 
and  theatres  but  within  the  heart  of  our  neighborhoods,  and  is  part 
of  the  web  of  actions,  habits,  needs  and  wants  called  culture. 

NAP  helps  housewives,  cooks,  lawyers,  busboys,  blacks,  browns, 
whites,  yellows,  old,  young  —  neighbors  to  express  their  art.  By  pro- 
viding free  workshops  and  performances,  assistance  to  existing  art 
groups,  publicity  for  art  events  and  loan  of  audio-visual  equipment, 
we  convey  our  concern  about  everyman's  art,  and  we  all  become 
richer  by  having  shared.
